Randy  Matson  of  Texas  A & M 
picked  up  the  shot  and  on  his  first 
toss  heaved  it  66'5%”  for  the  eve- 
ning’s best  throw.  BYU’s  Ken  Pa- 
tera threw  the  shot  64’^”,  his  best 
performance  ever  and  good  enough 
for  third  place  in  the  qualifying 
rounds 

Jim  Ryun  of  Kansas  trailed  the 
field  in  the  mile  for  three  laps,  but 
turned  on  the  speed  in  the  final  lap 
to  win  it  with  a 4:09  timing.  Bob 
Richards  of  BYU  was  nosed  out  of 
sixth  place  at  the  finish  and  failed 
to  qualify  for  the  finals.
